The first touch of the knife will 
be felt in the appropriations for the 
upkeep of the navy for the 
next 
fiscal year, starting June 30. next, 
The budget estim ates call for an ap­ 
propriation of $426,962,367. 
This will be cut at least $225,000,- 
900, congressional leaders said today, 
leaving but slightly over $200,000,000 
to run th e American navy from June 
BO, 1922 to June 30, 1923. 
In the original estim ate was $90,- 
900,000 for 
the 
building program . 
H us will be knocked out completelv, 
as under the naval treaty vdth G reat 
Britain, France, Italy and Japan, the 
program is not to bo completed. 
In the original estim ate was $145,- 
154,191 for the pay and subsistence 
of the navy. They aim to cut this in 
half by the dimple expedient of re ­ 
ducing the personnel by half.

Congress also plans to do some 
scrapping on its account.

As a ready diluent and economical lood, sugar is incom­ 
parably cheaper tnan any Omer, and everybody is interested nj 
obtaining an auequate supply at a reasonable price. 
Tde two great sources ox tne worm s sugar supply are from 
sugar cane and sugar beets. This year, tor instance, it is estimated 
that the total cane sugar crops ox tde world will amount to Hr* 
0uu,8l3 tons and tile total ueet sugar crops to 4,akimbo, providing 
a total sugar production of i 6,uui,3i 3 long tons. Tde estimated 
world consumption for 1922 has been placed at 20,OOU,UUU tons. 
Sugar cane is a tropical plant, ior tde cane requires a nine 
months’ growing season of hot days and nignts, and will notj 
stand the rigors of winter. 
Four or five centuries of experience in growing sugar cane 
have demonstrated that the two localities having the requisite 
conditions of soil, temperature anti ramiah wdicn make for idealf 
cane sugar growmg conditions, are Cuba and Java. 
Of the two, Cuba, in the extreme fertility of its soil, shows 
a marked superiority over Java. Both have about tne same area* 
but in 1920-21 Java pioduqpd I*,510,OOO tons, while Cuba’s out­ 
turn was a little less than 4,000,000 tons. 
Congress now proposes to increase the tariff sixty per cent 
on Cuban sugar, which would make it $1.60, (instead of $1.00), 
on the hundred pounds. This of course, is intended mainly as a 
protection to tne sugar beet industry of the 
United 
States, 
though incidentally it will also have the same effect for the cane 
sugar industry of this country. 
Being a dyed-m-the-wool Re­ 
publican, and taking it for granted that this increase is at the 
suggestion of the administration after wise consideration, we 
must think it right. 
Those who oppose the increased tax play 
loudly on the string that it is going to tax the people of the nation 
$162,000,000 a year. 
Their plea is that the sugar producers of 
Cuba are almost wholly Americans and that their interests should 
be protected. 
They are in fact great millionaire corporations, j 
these Cuban sugar cane growers and sugar mill owners. 
The 
present administration here thinks it better to protect the farmer 
sugar beet raisers at home than the great corporations that go 
abroad to pile up their millions. We are willing to stand the six 
cents increase on our hundred pounds of sugar, for the benefit 
of the best sugar growers. “Home industry.”
